FIRE CHIEF MAKES 


ANNUAL REPORT 


Asks for an Increse In the Salaries of 


the Paid Men of the Depart- 


ment. 


The annual report of the condition 


of the flre department by Chief Engi- 
neer John C. Spencer, Is completed 
nnd will be presented to the council 
nt its next meeting. 
The report shows that during the 


year 1901 there were ninety-two flres 
and alarms of flre. Sixty-six were 
box and bell alarms, eight were still 
alarms and eighteen Incipient flres 
reported to tho agent for adjustment 
and not to the flre department. 


The total loss sustained was $5,562.- 


r,4. divided aa follows. $3.074.43 
on 


buildings. $1,838.21 on contents. 
The 


uninsured loss was. $1,025; $G10 on 
buildings and $415 on contents. This 
leaves an Insured loss of $4,536.64. The 
total amount of Insurance carried on 
the property was $171,400. 


During the year the 
department 


traveled In attending the flres seventy' 
six miles and worn In actual service 
fifty-four hours and twenty minutes. 
The West. Side hose company laid 
hose at fourteen flres and the East 
Side at twenty-three. 
The hook and 


ladder company raised 
ladders at 


eleven flres. The flre patrol respond- 
ed to all alarms and five of tho eight 
ptll Inlarms. 


The flre alarm system has 
been 


increased from year to year until from 
eight street boxes it has grown 
to 


fifty-three. 
A machine tor transmit- 


ting flre alarms. Invented by City 
Electrician Kline, has been Installed • 
nt the West side station since last May 
and Is a valuable acquisition to the 
department. 


This machine Is offered to the city 


for $250 by Mr. Kline and Its pur- 
chase is strongly advocated by'the 
chief. . 


The system of.batteries now In use 
cost about two hundred a year to 
maintain. 
As they are much more 


expensive than storage batteries the 
chief Is of the opinion that It would be 
an economy to change the system. 


The chief recommends 
that 
a 


change be made In the 
system of 


stringing wires and cables and that 
something be done to remedy the evil 
ns In many places It Is Impossible 
'or the department to raise tho aerial 
adder. 
The condition of the de- 


partment Is first-class, some repairs 
are necessary 'In the old No. 1 hose 
carriage to make It safe for active 
service. 


The water company have furnish- 


>d ample pressure at all times during 
he year and an accurate record has 
icen kept of the pressure. 


The purchase of four six gallon and 


two ten gallon extinguishers are rec-' 
Ommended, tho smaller ones to be 
carried on the hose carriages and 
he larger ones on the hook and lad- 
der truck. 
Four additional Cooper 


hose jackets, two or three Eastman 
holders and nozzles and two Larkln 
relief valves would' be good things for 
the department. 
Two hundred and 


eighty-five hydrants are' now In use 
for which the city paid the Water i 
Company a rental, during 1901, 
of 


$6.500.69.
